J I ItEVOKE all b'illa and testamentary diapoaitions 

heretofore made and declare this only to be and contain ray 
last Will and Testament. 


every kind and deaeriptlon of which 1 may die possessed or 
over ^ich I may have any power of appointment unto 
Executors, hereinafter najMd, upon the following truets, 
namely* 


(a) To p^ ray just debts, funeral and 
testamentary expenses as soon after ny death as may be 
convenient j 


(b) To dispose of clothing, jewellery and 
personal effects in accordance with the memorandum of even 
date hereto attached} 

(c) To pay, transfer, assign and convey all 
the rest and residue of asy estate to the Governors of the 
Itaiversity of Toronto to be held and invested by them as a 
fund for the establishment of scholarships in the Faculty 
of M«aslc to be known as "Kathleen Pariow Scholarships". 

The amounts of conditions of award of and qualifications 
for entitlement to such scholarships are to be determined 
from time to time by the Senate of the said Univ«^lty upon 
the recommendation of the Director of the Faculty of Music, 
subject to the following eonditionoj 

(i) The scholarships may be awarded only to 
students of violin, viola or violon-csllo 
enrolled in the diploma course. 
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(il) Such atudents must have attained a standard 
of proficiency satisfactory to the Director of 
the Faculty of Music. 

(ill) Subject to Clause (Iv) hereafter, the 
scholarships are to be awarded out of the net 
income of the fund with the intent that three 
scholarships each of the value of one-third of 
the annual net income may be awarded in each year. 

(iv) The nuoiber and value of the scholarships 
laay be varied in the discretion of the Senate. 

(v) Any surplus of income is to be added to 
the f«nid and accumulated.
